vehicular and pedestrian traffic in 
their business sections, to say 
nothi of the increased demand 
of tr that is to come. 

This condition was hastened by 
the advent of the motor vehicle 
and is rapidly becoming worse on 
account of the amazing rate of 
fmerease in the number of vehicles. 
@ rate far beyond that caused by 
the growth in population. all talk, 
of the saturation point of motor- 
vehicle sales having been reached

BUILDING CAUSE PROBLEM

(1.) It % Impossible to provide 
sufficient street space for all au- 
tomobiles.

(4.) Curbe should be adjusted so 
as to permit maximum use of 
roadway space based upon lines * 
traffic.

9.) The city plan should include 
a major street plan providing for 
ample traffic circulation between 
all parts of the community, with 
streets of suffcient number and 
width to constitute a balancing of 
traffic movement and prevention of

more points. 

(10) Separation of commercial 
traffic from that of the passenger 
automobile type is desirable and 
should be secured where possible. 

(11.) No street should provide 
for more than eight lines of traf- 
fic. (This does not imply that 
streets eventually intended to ac- 
commodate rapid-transit lines 
should not be _ given sufficient 
widths and, where possible, these 
should be 100 feet for subways 
and not less than 200 feet for ele- 
vated lines.) 

(12.) Safety isles should be pro- 
vided at crossings for all six-line 
or wider line roadways. 

(13.) By-pass streets should be 
provided on all sides of the busi- 
ness district. 

(14.) All approach streets to 
business districts should be carried 
through the district. 

In connection with all the fore- 
going considerations, it ig well to 
remember that the forces which 
produce congestion operate con- 
tindously. day in and day out, in- 
cluding nights and Sundays, and 
that we are behind the times in 
means for defense against them. 
The forces that oppose an over- 
whelming traffic congestion in cit- 
les must be just as continuous, 
more powerful and jnexorable.

on the mission site by a little group 
of Spanish soldiers and the Fathers 
Lasuen and Amurrio just about 
the time that the loved Father 
Jaime was slain in the Indian up. 
rising at San Diego. 

Later came Father Junipere 
Serra, traveling afoot, and dedi- 
cated the mission to the Indians 
salvation. 

In 1812 the just-finished mission 
was razed by an earthquake and 
it had to be rebuilded. 

The mission was once invaded 
by a pirate band which salled into 
the harbor of San Juan. 

Then, the church secularized, the 
Franciscans driven out, and the 
mission sold for auction, there was 
one jong period when naught but 
bull fights, gay fiestas and dances 
took place within the walls. Those 
were the days of the first Ameri- 
canos, of gold, and of Spanish mag- 
nificence. 


RESTORES LANDS 
Finally, President Abraham Lin- 
coln, just before he was assas- 
sinated, personally signed the pa- 
pers which restored the mission 
lands to the church 

For the benefit of eas 
interested in the history of the 
mission itself—or the church strug- 
gies for ite retention as a place of 
worship-——those who visit the pag- 
eant will find much of interest in 
the pueblo of Gan Juan Capis- 
trano itself. 

Everyone, for example, who has 
read that striking story of old 
sea adventure— Two Years Before 
the Mast —WIll want to see Dana's 
cliff: the point where Dana told 
of hides being flung down to the 
boats below.

Cattle had 
been stolen by Mexican marauders. 
The alcaide demanded an. apology.

Engineer Tells How to 
Overcome Balloon Tire 
Trembling 


Five practical methods of pro- 
cedure to overcome shimmying 
with balloon tires are given by 
W. R. Griswold, design engineer 
of the Packard company, in the 
June issue of the Journal of the 
Bociety of Automotive Engineers, 
as the result of a series of studies 
subject and experiments 
by the company. These 
curativé methods are: 

(1.) To ovtain the best possible 
balance of the tires (which should 
also include the wheels and rims, 
with the axle jacked up from the 
ground;) 

(2.) To lay out the steering me- 
chanism with the prop g¢om- 
etry; 

(3.) To keep the flywheel effect 
of the wheels down to the mini- 
mum (by reducing the weight at 
or near the periphery; ) 

(4.) To provide sufficient stiff- 
ness in the parts of the steering 
system; and | 

(6.) To take advantage of all 
possible damping forces (such as 
friction between the front spring 
leaves) to dissipate vibration en- 
ergy without sacrificing riding 
comfort or ease of steering.

Radio is peculiarly a democratic

N “The automobile started in as a 
rich man's toy. and it was many 
years before the average man 
shared it.

“Automobiles: range in price to- 

day from $265 to $20,000. while

-~—with plenty of chance for the 
very poor who do not have even 
$14 to own a set, if they will do 
a little work themselves. 
. “The entire country has shared 
radio enthusiasm—some sections, 
notably the South, being tardy, 
while the Pacific Coast is ahead of 
the van. The farmer and the in- 
habitant of the small town were 
the last to become interested, but 
the facts about their number are 
surprising. Last year a survey of 
rural homes revealed 145,000 sets 
used on farme. This number has 
* increased to more than 350, 
00. 


“Statistics developed this sur- 
vey are an excellent indication of 
the general situation. Fifty-two 
per cent of the sets were shown 
to be manufactured sets, while 48 
per cent were home made. Six and 
two-tenths per cent were crystal 
sets, 20.8 per cent one-tube sets, 8.9 
per cent two-tube sets, and 64:1 per 
cent 3-tube or more. Since these 
figures were compiled the percent- 
age of five-tube sets on the order 
of the Atwater-Kent has almost 
doubled. 

“This latter fact was particularly 
surprising, as it. was thought that 
farmers would buy only small sets 
at first. But farmers are usually 
farther from broadcast points s0 
they need powerful receiving sets.”

A little knowledge is often a dangerous 
thing. When people take isolated facts 
here and there without having a thorough 
understanding of the subject and then draw 
positive conclusions from it, they are prone 
to make mistakes of more or jess serious 
nature. 

Many doctors in their absolute reliance 
on chemicals and drugs train their patients 
to make certain simple urine tests from 
which is determined the relative condition 
of the health of the patient. 

Doctors fill patients with morbid fear as 

to certain signs and symptoms in the urine, 
and attach to these symptoms portentous 
consequences. For instance, there is scarce- 
ly a layman who is not aware of the fact 
that sugar in the urine indicates diabetes. 
Consequently, if perchance he may have 
consumed a large quantity of hydrocar- 
Grates for the meal prior to his urinal ex- 
amination he will be filled with the mcrbid 
dread of diabetes. In reality, the only thing 
that troubled him was a meal of bad combi 
nations or excessive starch concentrates. 
* The fact of sugar being in his urine at 
that time might be enough to seriously im- 
pair his nervous vitality because of the 
shock that his urine apparently shows a 
dangerous disease. 

The same thing is true of albumen. The 
public is educated to the belief that cloudy, 
turbid urine indicates Bright's disease.

“accidents” rather than prepared for, con- 
sistently and intelligently. 
ven after baby has been conceived and 
during his period of development within 
his mother’s womb, much can be done to- 
ward building the body healthy and beau- 
tiful. 

Mother’s blood is baby’s blood, qualita- 
tively and quantitatively. The blood circula- 


tion of the body is established once every 


thirty seconds. The blood which a moment 
ago was in mother’s body now circulates 
through baby’s body. This demonstrates the 
tremendous importance of a clean blood 
stream and a thy body. If at any period 
of her life mother’s diet should be carefully 
chosen, it is during pregnancy. There is 
no epoch of her existence where she can 80 
ill afford to undergo the toxemia of preg- 
nancy induced by constipation. 

She cannot, she must not, she dare not 
eat what she pleases, at least if she values 
her coming babe.

It was the highly refined foods and fer- 
menting foods such. as eggs, custards, 
meats, chicken and sugars, which caused 
the ulcer, and the continuance of these 
foods, merely because they are’ not rough, 
and because they are highly refined, is 
of itself productive of considerable injury. 

Why continue the cause of the ulcer? 

Next, let us examine the claim of the pro- 
fession that unfired fruits and vegetables 
are coarse and irritating to the delicate 
mucous membrane. 

If any of you have ever had your stom- 
ach pumped a half hour after you ingested 

a meal, have you ever noted the contents? 
big you have rough, fibrous, coarse material 
after you consumed unfired vegetables and 
fruits? The answer is in the negative. 

If these foods are thoroughly chewed and 
mixed with the saliva of normal mastica- 
tion, by the time they reach the stomach, 
they are already semiliquified. Then, when 
they are exposed to the action of the stom- 

“ach digestive juices, liquification contin. 
ues apace. 

Within a half hour to an hour the fruits 
and vegetables have been reduced to an al- 
most purely liquid state. Physiologically, 
we call it “chyme.” 

If we pumped the stomach at this time, 
the food stuff would come out as a kind of 
a milky semifiuid. These are facts which 
ought to be known to any first-year medi- 
cal student, namely: that the fruits and 
vegetables within a very short time after 
entering the stomach are no longer coarse, 
rough and fibrous. Hence, their claim 
that the rough vegetables irritate the 
stomach or intestine is unfounded, physio- 
logically, and cannot be proven exper!ment- 
ally. 

Following this conclusion still further, we 
of the drugiess profession disapprove of the 
medically administered diets of refined 


foods because the “roughage will hurt.” 


Clinical observation again confirms this, 
and with most ulcerated conditions the pain 
does not occur until several hours after 
the food has been taken. 

It is only a person unfamiliar with the 
digestive function who would state t 
the Yaw fruits and vegetables are st 
a coarse, undigested state at the close of 
this period. 

Again, observation confirms that the pain 
characteristic of ulcer does not occur un- 
til the stomach is emptied, instead of im- 
mediately after taking the food: So when 
your doctor tells you that you should not 
eat coarse, unfired vegetables and fruits be- 
cause they will irritate the stomach, please 
present to him these facts of physiology 
and tell him that they can be confirmed in 
any medical physiology text book, and are 
known to any first-year student. 

The diet he usually prescribes of milk, 
cream, custards, breadstuffs and eggs is the 
kind which has produced the ulcer. 

It is the fermentation and not the rough- 
age which causes the decay of the stomach 
tissue.

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Osteopathic Treatment 

D* MARY L. LECLIERE. well-known os 
teopathic physician of Eagle Rock, 

writes as follows: 

“Many people ask what osteopathy can 
do in acute diseases. I am always tempted 
to reply by asking, “What can medicine do 
in acute diseases” In tie early days of 
the human race when a man was sick he 
was thought to be possessed of a devil, and 
bad tasting and poisonous concoctions were 
swallowed in order to drive out the evil 


“Unfortunately we cannot drive out germs 
in that way. We are very careful not to 
swallow the disinfectants, such as lysol, 
carbolic acid, mercuric chloride. Any drug 
which kills germs kills people, too. If 
germs are to be killed it is the body cells 
which must do the killing. Always the 
fight is between body cells and invading 
cells or germs. All treatment whether giv- 
en by a medical doctor or by an osteopath 
is for the purpose of maintaining the body 
in the very best possible condition so that 
its cells may successfully fight the germs. 
, rhe osteopath does this by maintaining 
a free circulation of nervous energy and of 
body fluids. The nerves must be free to 
prescribe over and direct the body’s fight; 
to see that circulation is maintained and 
not allowed to stagnate. The blood and 
lymph carry to the battlefront the body's 
weapons, the white blood cells, antitoxins, 
antibodies, etc., as well as food. They carry 
away to the organs of elimination waste 
products and debris from the fight, dead 
bacteria, dead body cells, poisons liberat- 
ed by the bacteria. The blood and lymph 
act both as the commissary department and 
as the sewer system. N 

“With so much waste being emptied into 
it, the blood becomes thick and does not 
now easily. The body responds to this di- 
lemma in several ways; increased heart 
rate, increased temperature (warm blood 
like warm molasses runs more freely.) Fe- 
ver, then, is a protective reaction on the 
part of the body. What a crime it is against 
the fighting cells to attempt to reduce the 
fever unless we have removed the need for 
it! And if the need is reduced, the heat- 
regulating center in the brain will reduce 
the fever without outside help. Osteopath- 
ic treatments, by relieving all congestions 
and maintaining a good circulation, do re- 
duce the need for fever and to that same ex- 
tent reduce the fever. 

“Osteopaths believe that the human body, 
which has fought disease and injury for 
millions of years, knows much more about 
how to fight than any brain can have 
learned in its few years’ study.

pressure, rapid heart, pain, constipation— 
are the body's weapons against injury and 
are never to be meddled with per se. He be- 
lieves that the only rational way to reduce 
symptoms is by reducing the need for them.

“If he had insisted upon suppressing 
those symptoms, the Germans would have 
had an easy victory. But by keeping open 
for the Allies all the avenues of communi- 
cation and transportation he would have 
greatly shortened their struggle. 

“In the recent influenza epidemic the med- 


‘feal men meddled with the body's reac- 


tions and tried to stop them. They gave as 


Pirin which stopped pain by putting the 
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nerves to sleep. They gave phenacetin, 
aspirin or similar drugs to lower the body 
temperature by. partially paralyzing the 
heat-reguiating center in the brain, or 
which by. dilating the blood vessels caused 
the blood to lose its heat. They would not 
let the body fight the infection in the way 
RK. wanted to. And they reported a mortali- 
ty of from 12 to 15 per cent. 


“The osteopaths on the other hand tried 
to help the body to what it was trying to do 
Instead of putting the nerves to sleep they 
attempted to free them from all mechanical 
obstructions so that they might better su- 
pervise the fight. Thinking that the high 
fever was evidence of a great effort on the 
part of the body to maintain a free circula- 
tion, they attempted to assist circulation 
by mechanical manipulation, and so flush 
out the diseased tissues with healing blood.

“Every application, appliance, method .or 


procedure used in the treatment of disease | and 


may be classified under one of two heads. 
If its effect is to modify the vital processes 
themselves, it is medical. If its effect is to 
remove conditions which are interfering 
with those processes, it is osteopathic. 
Among the first are most drugs ured for 
their physiologic effect, much surgery, elec- 
tricity, hot air, vibrators, and similar de- 
vices: Among the second are manipula- 
tions—the removal of lesion, legitimate 
surgery, antiseptics, glanicides, regulation 
of diet, habits and life environment.

There- 
fore, in treating acute disease all lesions 
should be corrected.

by diet only?” 

It is then that the doctor's temperature 
mounts and he begins to see red specks be 
fore his eyes. 4 

Why in the name of Julius Caesar peo- 
ple are constantly expecting to find health 
in the mysterious drugs or chemical con- 
coctions is beyond understanding. 

Because diet is so self-evident, so clear, 

so simple and intelligible, people. refuse to 
believe that it has the power to correct dis- 
ease. 

Sometimes in my exasperation I become 
half sympathetic with the pill-dispensing 
doctors, ‘who, out of sheer impatience, give 
the pu what they demand. | 

So es in my impatience, I think the 
public deserves nothing else than the drug- 
doping which they have received for the 
past two thousand years. As long as they 
don't understand, they trust. The moment 
understanding crops in, they lose faith. 

It is exasperating in the extreme. 

Two thousand years ago, Hippocrates, the 
father of medicine (not medicine as it is 
understood today, but the true healing art.) 
stated—"“Thy food shall be thy medicine,” 
and for the same twenty centuries this wise 
precept has been ignored and almost for 
gotten. 

It takes more skill to compound a good 
Met than it does a foolish drug. 

Unfortunately, there is stil iso much 
primitive savagery in our make-up that we 
retain an uncohscious veneration for the 
mysterious. Sometimes I think that the 
sickness and ill health induced by drugs 
will remain as an integral part of our civil- 
ized existence until the primitive instinct 
of mystic worship will have been super 
ceded by intelligerce and reasoning. 

“Thy tood shall be thy medicine“ is just 


“as portentous and applicable today as it 


was when it was quoted by the father of 
medicine, Hippocrates. But alas! this great 
truism must be hammered and hammered 
and hammered into the consciousness of a 
people who will not understand. 


Chronic Appendicitis 


F WE were to take cognizance of the 

vast number of people who have had 
their appendixes removed, we could easily 
appreciate the popularity of the disease 
known as appendicitis. 

To the layman's mind the picture of ap- 
pendicitis is usually represented by a 
wormlike piece of intestine three or four 
inches long entirely filled with pus, end 
weemingly about ready to burst. It is on 
the basis of this mental picture that hun- 
dreds of thousands of people have been 
stampeded into the operations involving 
the removal of the appendix. 

It is perhaps true that under some er- 
treme conditions the removal of the appen- 
dix has prevented peritonitis, but there can 
be no disputing the fact that many of these 
operations have been unnecessary and un- 
warranted. 

Most of you are familiar with the acute

The essential difference between the two 
is merely one of severity or Of intensity. 
In the chronic variety the pains are long 
drawn out atid may extend for Years. In 
the acute form the symptoms are sudden 
and severe. Most of the cases are rushed 
to the hospital and operated on. To talk on 
the acute form of appendicitis is like lock- 
ing the stable door after the horse has 
been stolen. 

For those suffering from the chronic form 
it is still not. too late to overcome this 
painful disease. In order to fully under- 
stand appendicitis, one must comprehend 
the condition itself and some of its causes. 
As many of you perhaps know, the appen- 
dix is a loopshaped structure somewhat 
like a worm (and hence called vermiform) 
called the caécum. 


The caecum marks the 8 point be- 
tween the large and small intestines. The 


- intestinal tract is more than twenty feet in 


length. The term small intestines” is 
somewhat of a misnomer for the small in- 
testines are longer but not so great in 
diameter. The large intestines are shorter 
in length but larger in diameter. They con- 
sist of the three colons—ascending, trans- 
verse and descending, and the rectum. The 
junction point between the large intestinal 
tube and the small intestinal tube is the 
caecum on the surface of which is the 
vermiform appendix. 

The mechanical action of the intestine 
undergoes a change at this point, due large 
ly to the change in diameter. When diges- 
tion is impaired the foodstuffs remain for 
a long period of time in the digestive sys- 
tem. One of the principal areas where fer- 
mentation and irritation goes on freely is at 
the caecum and the appendix. It has been 
arbitrarily stated by many authorities that 
there can be no appendicitis, chronic or 
acute, without a preceding history of con- 
stipation. 

Constipation is, today, the bane of civil- 
ized society. Of itself it is one of the most 
potent factors responsible for a great chain 
of evils, appendicitis amongst them. There 
fore our knowledge of prevention and treat- 
ment of appendicitis is directly related to 
its associate—constipation. 


In former years a belief was promulgated 
that small seeds such as the pits of grapes, 
raisins, tomatoes, figs and others were re- 
sponsible for appendicitis. This belief was 
explained by the frequent presence of small 
granules of a hard substance in the appen- 
dix following an operation. At first these 
granules were thought to be seeds that had 
been retained. Later this theory was con- 
clusively disproved when it was shéwn be- 
yond a doubt that these granules were hard 
dehydrated particles of intestinal waste. 
Their presence undoubtedly caused irrita- 
tion. This constant irritation, year in, year 
out, would usually be sufficient to cause the 
periodic attacks peculiar to appendicitis. 

However, had the digestive system been 
kept constantly cleansed by adequate and 
free habits of elimination these concretions 
would not have formed and appendicitis 
would have been prevented. 

Summing up the causes, therefore, we 
can frankly state that a digestive system 
free from gonstipation is usually not sub- 
ject to inflammation of the appendix. 

I suppose nfost of you who may have had 
or are having this ailment are interested 
in overcoming it. What can you do and 
how? 

First be sure of your diagnosis. It is 
much too common, not only among lay peo 
ple, but also among doctors, to diagnose 
every pain and ache occurring on the right 
side as appendicitis. Sometimes the diag- 
nosis is correct. More often it is not, for 
pain is an exceedingly unreliable element 
of diagnosis. 

It is unfortunate that fear psychology 
forces so many victims teeundergo an un- 
necessary operation on the basis of snap 
judgment diagnosis, frequently merely the 
presence of pain on the right side of the 
abdomen. 

All pain occurring on the right side is not 
necessarily appendicitis. Again, pain is re 
flex in character. By that | mean that the 
point of pain need not necessarily be the 
area of sense. For instance kidney die 
ease, bla disease, and even lung disease 
may prod

“especially, eats far more than is warranted 


by the muscular expenditi+e involved in 
his occupation. The body is capable of 
using only a definite minimum quantity. of 
food. All beyond this accumulates in the 
stomach or intestines, and often undergoes 
fermentation, gas production dad decay: 

If we were but to eat quantitatively, 
within the margin of necessity, appendicitis 
would almost disappear. Dietetic excesses; 
huge meals, frequent parties, much ban- 
queting and abnormal appetites are direct, 
immediate causes for appendicitis, the 
dietetic solution of which ought to be at 
once apparent. 

The quantitative intake ot tood during 
chronic appendicitis should be sharply cur- 
tailed. During the attack itself no food 
should be eaten and nothing but water 


should be permitted to enter the digestive 


tract. There is no excuse whatever for 
feeding a patient suffering from appendi- 
citis. Not only this, but whatever foodstuff 
or waste is present should be discharged. 
Frequent irrigations of the colon should be 
has been removed. 

During the attack the patioat should have 
complete rest and quiet. Worry, fear and 
anxiety deplete the vital resources and sap 
the nervous energy so that recovery is dif- 
ficult and retarded. 

None but the immediate family or those 


taking care of the patient should be allowed 


in the sick room. Not because of fear of 
contagion, for appendicitis cannot be trans 
mitted from ode person to another, but 
rather so that the patient may have all the 
necessary sleep, rest and quiet possible. 

Remember, sleep is one of the best reme- 
dies known to nature, infinitely superior to 
every drug man has concocted. This holds 
true not only for appendicitis but for other 
diseases as well. 

Many people believe they will starve to 
death if they do without food for forty-eight 
hours. Experience has shown that it is 
possible to go for many weeks without food 
and still maintain life. so those of you who 
worry about “keeping up the strength” and 
“maintaining your vitality” may lose your 
fears of starvation or even of weakening 
your vitality. 

Abstinence from food during the appen- 
dicitis attack will not lessen the resistance. 
The body is weak because of the toxic accu- 
mulations of waste debris and not because 
of lack of food. Strength and energy will 
be gained by “cleaning house” rather than 
by loading more foodstuffs on to an already 
overloaded digestive system. 

Internal cleanliness is much more to be 
desired than food. In fact, food taken in- 
to the body at this time will weaken rather 
then strengthen, will destroy vitality rather 
than build it. 

A few other phases of general care should 
also be followed. In typical hospital pro- 
cedure ice bags are placed over the af- FOUN 


fected area. For ordinary household prac- The ine 


tice this is not vitally’ necessary. A. cold 
water compress made by dipping an ordl- 
nary towel in cold water will answer the 
purpose just as efficiently. It is advisable 
to not only cover the painful area but also 
the entire abdomen and “small of the 
back.” 

„Cover the wet towel with a dry piece of 
flannel or other woolen material 80 as to 
retain the body heat and keep the bed dry. 
These packs or compresses, as they are 
called, should be changed as soon as they 
become thoroughly warm; that is, approxti- 
mately every fifteen minutes during the 
hours that the patient is awake. 

The muscles of the back may be mas 
saged and considerable relief secured by 
this means. However, I especially caution 
you not to massage any portion of the ab 
domen; the untrained technician may do

than unrestrained appetite let loose on & 
spree. 

The patient just recovering from an 
attack of appendicitis should not under any 
circumstances consume large meals to com- 
pensate for his short fast. It would be best 
if he were to go on a diet exclusively of 
fruits for several days after his recovery. 
He should, for weeks afterward, eat barely 
enough to satisfy hunger and ‘should be 
guilty of ud dietetic excesses. 

The period following appendicitis is just 
as. important as the period preceding it. 
After av operation has been performed post- 
operative caution is doubly advisable. The 
wound is fairly fresh and excessive irrita- 
tion may cause it to break open again. 
Healing should take place without adhe 
sions and the body should be kept in good 
condition to accomplish this. 


Summing up, therefore. appendicitis may 
be prevented by overcoming constipation 
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and by correcting the diet so that fermenta- 


tion and irritation are reduced to a mijni-

Several volunteers were put to work slicing 
bacon, and others to sharpening sticks. And 
as soon as the fire had burned down suff 
clently to form a bed of coals, both sides of 
the trench were lined with Sierrans toast- 
ing beacon. By skillful handling and care- 
ful watching, about four slices could be 
toasted at one time on the same stick. 
These toasted bacon slices placed between 
soda crackers made delicious sandwiches. 

But when nightfall came, with still no 
word from the pack-train, the situation lost 
some of ite glamour.

In 1908 we eamped at Junc- 
tion Meadow under very much the same 
congitions as we did in 1922; a little harder, 
perhaps, for not only did the pack-train fail 
to get in with our dunnage, but also the 
only food we had was what happened to be 
in our knapsack—mostly scragé leit over 
from our noon lunch. I viewed neither oc- 
casion as a real hardship, however, and 
have always been more pleased than other- 
wise to have undergone the temporary dis- 
comforts they may have been the cause of, 
for the sake of the experience. . 

The preparations for the tney trip 
consisted in dividing the pac the 
commissary supplies, and the dunnage. The 
dunnage problem was disposed of by the 
“doubling up” process; that is, the Sierrans 
making the trip were required to pair of 
and use one dunnage bag between them—« 
total of the regulation thirty-five pounds be- 
ing allowed for the two persons. The re 
maining dunhnage of the two was put into 
the other bag, to be taken to Tyndall 
Meadow. 

For six or seven miles from Junction 
Meadow the route to Mt. Whitney and the 
one to Tyndall Meadow are over the same 
trail.

She seems rather a distinct 
disappointment especially to those who ar- 
rive at the Islands thinking that the streets 
are filled with native girls in hula costumes 
ready to break into the rhythm of the dance 
at a moment's notice. 

For the Hawaiian Islands are hopelessly 
civilized. And American clothing is disap 
pointingly popular with the native women. 
it all seems out of place. For the attrac 
tion of the full-blooded Hawaiian is a primi- 
tive thing. it has to do with rustling palms, 
lapping waters and the soft whang of ukule 
les. Against the native background and in 
that atmosphere, any other female looks 
like a thin dime just spent, but the woman 
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quent disappointment their wives will leok- 
doubly imviting and interesting. 

For the native woman of Honolulu has 
nothing to do with the dancing of the hala. 
She is apt to be a thoroughly educated wom- 
an who indulges in society and club life. 
She is representative of modern Hawail— 
thinking. Hawaii—voting Hara. Mere 
over, the City of Los Angeles and the Cala- 
wali make frequent trips back and forth to 
the mainland and so she is probably in Los 
Angeles to see the opera and buy her spring 
clothes, In short, she is as hopelessly civil- 
ized aS are we—and more so. For we poor 
fimple creatures have expected her to re- 
main primitive through the generations 
while we were practicing the art (if art it 
be) of modern living. 

No, Mr. and Mrs. Searcher after the na- 
uive Hula dancer, you will not find her in 
Honolulu. There you will see the bulwark 
of the. Hawaiian Islands—its government, 
its social activities. Beachcombers aplen- 
ty can be found for they are for the most 
part representative of our own civilization 
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lent, still the love of the native life exists. 
To be sure there is a woman's club there 
which studies art and the drama and sews lit- 
the shirts for the poor just as here, and the 
Aub members came to Los Angeles to at- 
tend the General Federation of Women's 
Clubs, which of course does not suggest a 
mative reaction.

So the giris of Hilo dance the hula beauti- 
fully although it is in a thoroughly different 
way. Most of them are only a quarter or 
ene-half Hawaiian and so the real spirit of 
the dance cannot hope to exist. However, 
the sight of a girl singing and dancing the 
“Song of the Islands” is filled with allur- 
ment. They can sing “Aloha” the world ov- 
er as representative of the Islands but give 
me the “Song of the Islands” accompanied 
by the dance which ie mostly of the arms 
and feet with a gentle swaying motion. 


But on to Maui! And the search for the 
hula ends. There native thought and ideas 
have been maintained most remarkably. And 
there, too, the race mixture is not so preve- 
lent. To be sure there is also a woman's 
club but it specializes in extending the bes- 
pitality of the island to those whe come. 
And there the women serve u real aative 
luau, or feast, to visitors. At the close, 
when the moon is just comiag up and the 
air is filled with the damp perfume ot thouw- 
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- back among the shadows 
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black hair and blacker eyes peeping over, 


while they softly showing shining 
teeth. has an untold fascination. 


And the maa who is chesen for the down- 
flung yellow paper tribute—be he Gfteen, 
fifty or eighty-Ove—possesses a pride which 
is quite liable to become unbearable before 
the evening is over.

It is the hula! Filled with all the native 
beauty and feeling of the Islands and yet 
totally apart from the vulgar dance so often 
seen n this country.

The trail led as among the ledgepoles for

terminably long for a dot hill trail. But 
at last this trail landed us at the bottom of 


bank A the Kern River—€fty yards across 
supposedly waist deep. 

We had to crogs, fer the trall up the river 
on the other side. The water was swift, 


‘ when it was discovered that down-stream a 


quarter of a mile a series of islands divided 
the river into several channela, and that we 
could pass from ene to another of the islands 
on log jams, and thas reath the opposite 
bank dry-shod—that is, almost dry-shod, for 
slipping and sliding logs gave some of us 
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sort of path, which soon led us to the 
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plunge. 

We were in the Kern Canyon, 
one of the wonder gorges of the 
Sierras: mot so deep as the Yo 
semite, or the Tuolumne, or the 
Kings, ard with less precipitous 
walls, perhaps—although that 
might be open to question—yet 
it belongs in their class. And it 
has distinctive features of its 
own, as well, not the least of 
which is ite great length at a 
sustained depth and almost un- 
varying straightness! For 
twenty miles it does not appre 
clably depart from a due north 


and-south line! 2 
The walle of the canyon are 
mostly bare, but the floor ts 


largely wooded, and the width of the gorge 
is such that the stand of trees in places be- 
comes forest-like. And mary of the trees 
are giants. Yellow pines predominate, but 
there are also sugar pines, white firs, in- 
cense cedars and some other sorts. Our 
trati led through these for miles and miles! 
Not always a smooth, evenpath; not always 
in evidence, indeed, for tributary creeks 
coming in from side canyons have piled up 
wide dumps of rockwaste that make the

The greater part—three-fourths, perhaps— 
of the long straight stretch of the Kern 
Canyon lies south of the place where we 


with the consequent result that rapids 
became @equent. The trail

We stopped for lunch at one deserted 
camp site. The place was a little pine-cov- 
ered flat, where someone had recently laid 
up a “rock-stove” and built a rude table out 


_ of split slabs. Here we took an hour of, 


“brewed” tea, ate our lunch, and chatted 
about where we had been, what we had 
seen, where we were intesding to go. Then 
we skirmished about the flat for a few min 


utes, to see what it might hold that was 


new, and discovered a bed of wild-onions 
on a marshy Spot near the river. They 
were the big Swamp Onions (Allium vali- 
dum,) and were in full bloom, with flowers 
of a purple-lavender tint and of a size and 
fullness that clearly brought them into the 
class of “wild-flowers” and made them a 
credit to the Lily Family—notwithstanding 
the fact that onions have only a “pleb” 
reputation. Some of the more practical and 


‘utilitarian of our number considered them 
as plain onions only and proceeded to pull 


them for their bulbs, which were found to 
be sweet and toothsome, and of good size. 


Then away on the trail again, with the 
canyon ever becoming narrower and wilder. 
The trees were mo longer the giants which 


we had passed below. And the species, too, 


changed. We left the incense cedars be 
hind; then the yellow and the sugar pines:

beauty which are interesting and pleasing 
to the passer-by as well as to the occupant 
of the home. Plants are a means of ex- 
pressing restfulness and beauty. Their 
gradually changing aspect with the succes- 
sion of the seasons heightens their pleas- 
ing effect and relieves monotony. 

The changes which occur in the life ol 
vegetation during the year caused man to 
speak of the stages of human life as the 
“spring,” “summer,” and “autumn” of life. 
The leaf, the branch, and the flower, as 
well as the general form of the plant. mant 
fest a grace and beauty which art endeavors 
to copy. While art cannot take the place 
of Nature, it nevertheless plays an impor- 
tant part in teaching us to see and apprect- 
ate the beauties of Nature. After the eye 
has been trained to see and the mind to in- 
terpret the beauty which the eye beholds. 
then association with Nature produces its 
greatest effect. 

In the artificial adornment of public or 
private grounds by means of plants, Nature 
is our best instructor. From her we learn 
the uses of grass flowers, vires, shrubs and 
trees, and how to combine them to the best 
advantage. By growing together for ages, 
the various classes and species of plants 
have developed forms, habits and: require 
ments which enable them not only to live 
and thrive in harmony, but actually to as 
sist one another. Man should first provide 
for his necessities, then for comforts, and 
finally for pleasures. 


Siuge and Snails 
Inconstant readers of this department 
complain, some of them, that snails have 


for years been eating garden vegetation — 


and each year increasing in number, size, 
and voracity. Yet at least once each year, 
for three years, there has been published in 
this department the now famous 16 to 1 doc- 
trine (or doctoring.) Not Billy Bryan's, but 
that of R. R. McLean, horticultural com- 
missioner of San Diego county, who cleaned 
up thousands of acres in one season with 
this bait. It is simply thits—one pound of 
calcium arsenate mixed with sixteen pounds 
of coarse bran. This is too much for the 
average garden, so have your local drug 
gist get a quarter-pound of calcium arse- 
nate; your grocer will provide four pounds 
of bran. and you may mix it thoroughly. 
dry. Then make it moist and again mix 
well. Distribute this throughout the garden, 
under plants, in damp places, and snails are 
no more, for they eat it with ayidity. This 
mixture is poisonous to humans, domestic 
animals and birds, so exercise care and do 
not leave it exposed, though no animal with 
but a normal appetite would relish it. Put 
it about in such small quantities that noth- 
ing but a snail would find a meal of it in 
one spot. 


Sweet Peas 

Few annual flowers give better returns 
for the space used than sweet peas, for 
they oom in seven or cight weeks from 
planting, and stop blooming so suddenly

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Imperial “Cants” Roll Out Trainloads 


T* first crate of cantaloupes to leave 


Imperial Valley this season went by 

air mail. It contained four “cants” 

near Brawley, and started on its 

flight April 29. The melons were directed 
to President Calvin Coolidge and arrived 
in the national capital in perfect condition, 


breaking all records for early shipping and 


for speed in transportation. Small ship 
ments followed about May 1, however, and 
on May 7, the first car of Imperial Valley 
cantaloupes rolled out of Brawley on its 
way to eastern markets. Since then the car 
shipments have increased steadily until at 
present around 250 cars are going out dail 
for the markets in the East, which, lik 
those closer home, are showing a keen ap- 
preciation of the delectable product of the 
reclaimed desert. 


For several months before the season 
opened elaborate preparations were under 
way to handle the melons. Boxmakers 
were busy and as they work by the piece 
and are expert, some of them are said to 
make very large wages. Packers are in the 
plutocratic class, too, for some make from 
$20 to $25 4 day., Te earn such sums they 
have to be highly skilled and e¥perienced, 
but the valley has plenty.of men who have 
attained an uncanny speed and skill at the 
work. 


Pickers are in the valley by hundreds, 
and they class as skilled workers, too, 
Many come from the fields and orchards 
in the northern part of the State and follow 
their seasonal profession the year around, 
migrating with their families as crops rip- 
en. They are proud of the sobriquet “fruit 
tramp.” Just now the cantaloupe fields 
present a scene of activity hard to de 
ascribe, with pickers swarming among the 
vines and melons moving steadily to pack- 
ing sheds and shipping points. 


Horticultural Commissioner Harrigan of 
Imperial county says that the weather con- 
ditions this season have been particularly 
good for melon growing. During January 


and February, when frost comes, if it comes 


at all, it was not cold enough to do any dam- 
age to the vines which were protected prop- 
erly. Since the paraffin paper caps were re- 
moved in February, there has been no 
untoward weather except a severe west 
wind in May. 


According to Mr. Harrigan, the cantaloupe 
acreage in Imperial Valley this year is 25. 
109. Of this, 18,470 acres were planted ear- 
ly and protected with caps against danger 
of frost. As a further protection some of 
the growers built little tepees over the 
vines, made of arrow weeds and newspa- 
pers. These tents are open to the south to 
catch all the warmth available. The patch- 
es so protected were earliest in growth and 
bearing. The cost of this method of frost 


Protection is about $75 per acre, but as it 


is the early “cant” that brings the highest 
price, it is regarded by those who practice 
it as profitable. The Japanese have used 
tomatoes. 


The amount of money involved in han- 
dling the Imperial Valley cantaloupe crop is 
staggering. It is estimated that it will re- 
quire 600 carloads of shooks to make the 
5,000,000 crates needed to ship this year's 
crop. Fully 200.000 tons of ice are neces- 
sary to refrigerate the 15,000 cars which 
carry the melons. Last year about 7.000, 
000 pounds of ice were used for this pur- 
pose daily. Preliminary icing calls for 
five and a half tons of ice per car, and after 
the cars are packed two tons more of ice 
are added, The cost of icing, with seven 
and a half tons ot ice for each car and 15,- 
000 cars to handle, reaches a considerable 
figure. Eastbound cantaloupe cars are re- 
iced at Yuma, re-iced again at Tucson, and 
at other points before they reach their 
destination. The Southern Pacific has been 
bringing in “reefers” for months, and the 
side tracks from Niland to Calexico, 


Imperial Valley cantaloupes this season 
appear to be of extremely good quality, the 
crop is a representative one and the demand 
at the great market points is strong. Com- 
missioner Harrigan, with headquarters at 
El Centro, has a corps of twenty-five inspec- 
tors who help him enforce the standardiza- 
tion law. Their chief task is preventing 
the shipment of immature melons. It is a 


mystery why some growers persist in this 
practice which brings harm to the industry in 
which they are engaged. Several have been

Most of them had had no ex- 
perience in growing cantaloupes or any- 
thing else. Everybody in the valley 
“plunged” on cantaloupe production. Bank- 

ers and merchants were inoculated with the 
ven and those who had no money were 


given credit if they would only grow 


“cants.” It is estimated that 10,000 acres 
were. planted to melons in the spring of 
1908, and it was a good growing year. 
Production was enormous, but there Was no 
adequate market. Many cants were shipped 
green and before half the crop was harv- 
ested the bottom fell out and many of the 
growers quit in disgust. Everybody suf- 
fered, for everybody was involved. During 
that eventful season 1804 cars of cants went 
out of Imperial Valley. 


The growers who stayed in the business 
got together and a conservative 
for building up markets was followed for the 
ensuing two years. In 1909, the output was 
1317 cars, with disappointing prices. in 
1910, the effect of the market-building was 
experienced in excellent prices on the 1526 
cars shipped. The painful and ruinous ex- 
periences of 1907 forgotten, the acreage was 
almost doubled in 1911, the markets were 
giutted, prices slumped below cost of 
portation and the net proceeds from 
2564 cars failed to meet expenses.

1912 and 1913 were marketed profitably. 
The yields were 2818 and 3434 cars re 
spectively. Im 1914, the exchange was dis- 
continued with the advent of the Bureag 
of Markets of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Through the assis 
tance of this bureau 4407 carloads were 
marketed. However, the financial depres- 
sion preceding the World War had set in 
and the returns were not profitable though 


In 1915, accurate surveys were inaugur- 
ated and the following statistics set forth 
progress of the industry thereafter: 
1915, 8156 acres planted to cantaloupes, with 
shipments of 4666 cars; 1916, 8490 acres and 
4594 cars; 1917, 12.701 acres and 4988 cars: 
1918, 11,136 acres and 4428 cars: 1919, 14,088 
acres and 7838 cars; 1920, 21,697 acres and 
8938 cars; 1921, 22,652 acres and 10,696 
cars; 1922, 31,060 acres and 12,159 cars; 
1923, 25,690 acres and 12,561 cars; 1924, 
27,168 acres and 15,950 cars. This season, 
as before stated, cantaloupes were planted 
on a little over 25.000 acres.

CITRUS GROWERS JUBILANT 
RIVERSIDE.—Cool weather has reduced 
the June drop of navel oranges and is mak- 
ing citrus growers of Riverside county jubi- 
lant. The young fruit is forming on the 
trees and extreme heat early this month 
would have meant losses. The prospects 
for the 1925-6 orange crop are excellent and 
this is especially true of groves which 
have been well fertilized and cultivated. 
Exchange shippers of. the district have 
sent out all the navels. Approximately 1000 
scar were shipped. Over 150 cars of 
lemons went out, and the market in the 
East is reported as continuing strong. The 
local fruit exchange is shipping its last 
200 cars of Valencias. Prices are good 
and there is general satisfaction among 
growers. The Riverside County Bankers’ 
Association has estimated that this year’s 
citrus crop will bring an increase in re- 
turns to gowers of $1,500,000 over last 
year.

of the prospective navel orange crop. At 
that time federal, State and county officers 
were asked. by growers and ‘shippers to 
go the limit in enforcing laws to prevent 
the sale and shipment of (frost-injured 
fruit. As a result dried-out fruit was kept 
off the market for the entire period of the 
navel season which has just come to a close. 
A uniformly good was thereby se- 
cured for the high quality fruit delivered to 
the eastern consumer. 

With the beginning of the Valencia sea- 
son, which is now under way, officials have 
found that a new condition has arisen in 
that the Valencia orange shows a semi- 
solid appearance when cut instead of the 
dessication typical of a frozen navel, and 
the recent meeting was called to decide 
whether this particular type of injury is 
covered by the California Frozen Orange 
Law. it was the opinion of all present 
that the congealed condifion of the cells in 
Valencia oranges constitutes marked dry 
ing as defined in the statutes. District 
horticultural inspectors in each of the cit- 
rus counties have been instructed to ad- 
vise all shippers that the law will be strict- 
ly enforced and that this type of frozen 
fruit must be sold or shipped. 

Mr. Winslow, in charge of the Los Ange- 
les office of the United States Bureau of 
Chemistry, announced that in case any off- 
grade shipments should get by the local 
inspection service, such cars will be report-

Taylor who is in charge of the Department 
of Agriculture of El Salvador. Mr. Taylor 
was assisted in making his selections by E. 
H. Agee, secretary of the California Live- 
stock Breeders’ Association, the latter also 
assuming the responsibility of assembling 
the group at Los Angeles Harbor, from 
which point the shipment sailed May 30 on 
its long voyage to the Central American 
port. Seven head of milking shorthorn cat- 
tle, six head of Holstein cattle, and twelve 
cy of Poland China hogs were included in 

e lot which left on that date. The short- 
horns were selected from the Innisfail herd, 
Davis, owned by J. D. Rowe and Sons, and 
Charies Weaver, Tulare. The Holsteins came 
from El Colmo Ranch, Norwalk; _Billi- 
whack Stock, Farm, Santa Paula; W. R. El- 
liott, Riverside; and Pottenger Sanatorium 
Company, Monrovia. The hogs were selected 
from the herds of Tagus Ranch, Tulare and 
Bassett Bros., Hanford. Mr. Taylor was 
very enthusiastic over his purchases, and 
predicts a further demand for California 
bred stock from his country. Native cattle 
of El Salvador are more like shorthorns 
than our shorthorns, They are about the 
showing a fair type though much smaller 
than our Shorthorns. They are about the 
size of Mexican cattle, though much better 
in type, and do not have the long horns that 
are characteristic of the latter. While they 
are used primarily as draft animals, the 
more productive cows are used for dairy 
purposes. By importing shorthorns and 
Holsteins to cross on these natives a larger 
animal with a heavier milk flow is expected 
from the offspring. From the W. R. Elliott

From the Billiwhack Stock 
Farm herd, Santa Paula, was secured Korn- 
Ahe Maid Segis Pride II, a 20-month-old 
uaughter of Sir Adirondac Rag Apple, who 
in turn is a grandson of the wonderful pro- 
dacing cow, Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid. 
This heifer is bred to Berylwood Prince Jo- 
hanna Segis, one of the best sons of the 
famous $110,000 bull, Prince Aaggfe ot 
Berylwood. From the Pottenger Sanatori- 
um Company, Monrovia, was secured the 
Zi-month-old bull Sir Aaggie Mechthilde 
Pontiac, a grandson of Sir Aaggie DeKol 
Acme, and combines in his pedigree also 
the blood of the great transmitting bull, 
Rasamaines Pontiac Netherland, a _ fact 
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inniefatl Favorite; 
S-year-old son of Silver together 
with two 2-yearold daughters of Innisfail 
Perfector. From Charles Weaver, Tulare, 
were selected Hotshot and Fireball, 2-year- 
old sons of North Star, and the heifer, Bes- 
sie, also a daughter of North Star, and car- 
rying 100 per cent of imported blood. From 
the heard of Bassett Bros., Hanford, were 
selected two Poland China boars and two 
gilts, while from the Tagus Ranch, Tulare, 
three boars and five gilts of the same breed 
were chosen for the shipment. The ant 
mals selected were from the best blood- 
lines obtainable here, and every precaution 
was taken to safeguard the stock from con- 
tagious diseases. The entire shipment was 
an especially good lot of pure-brdd stock, 
and should reflect great credit on the Cal- 
ifornia herds from which it came. 


May, 78 herds were tested in the 
Impe County Farm Bureau Cow Testing 
Association. These 78 herds contained 
2720 cows, and the average production was 
725 pounds of milk and 26.9 pounds of but- 
terfat for the month. The highest produc- 
ing cow tested during the month, produced 
68.8 pounds butter fat for the month. She 
is owned by B. Gasser of Brawley. The five 
highest-producing cows in one herd during 
May are owned by H. G. Farnsworth of El 
Centro. They produced 283.7 pounds of but- 
terfat, or an average of 56.7 pounds of but- 
ter fat per cow for the month. Gianinni 
and Arne of Holtville were second in this 
class, their five high cows producing 260.8 
pounds of butter fat, or an average of 52.2 
pounds of butter fat per cow for the month. 
In all, 256 of the 2720 cows tested produced 
40 pounds or more of butter fat for the 
month. The largest number of 40-pound 
cows in one herd was fourteen. Diemos 
Bros. of Brawley milked eighty-five cows 
and fourteen of these were 40-pound cows. ' 
Gianinni and Arne of Holtville were second 
in this class of twelve of the sixty-one 
cows which they milked produced forty 
pounds or more of butter fat for the month. 
During May, 93 unprofitable cows were 
culled by members of the Cow Testing As- 
sociatidn. Apparently Cow Testing Asso- 
ciation members are taking advantage of 
the high prices for dairy beef antl are dis- 
posing of their low-producing cows. Five | 
members of the association purchased pure- 
bred bulls during May. The leaders in the 
various classes for the first six months of 
the year in the competition are as follows: 
highest-producing pure-bred cow, Holstein 
owned by A. H. Smithson, Holtville, with a 
production of 360.5 pounds of fat and 11,- 
747 pounds of milk in 155 days. The high- 
est-proucing grade cow made 431.1 pounds 
of fat from 10,883 pounds of milk in 169 
days, and is owned by Armstron and Krumb- 
holz, Seeley. The highest-producing pure- 
bred first-calf heifer is owned by H. G. 
Farnsworth, El Centro, her production for 
161 days being 4287 pounds of milk and 
233.1 pounds of fat.

travel farther for grass and water than 
most other breeds. All kinds have been 
tried in Chuckawalla Valley. The last ship- 
ment in, made three years ago just before 
the drought began, was of 400 Angus. The 
black doddies arrived at a bad time, 
Hosea said. “It’s been dry ever since,” he 
declared “and things have gone hard with 
them. More of em have died than any 
other kind.” 

Cram Brothers, who besides raising desert 
cattle are orange growers of Highland, 
have run stock on this desert range from 
Pinyon well to the Colorado River near 
Blythe for the past fourteen years. Their 
usual number is 1000 head, but according to 
the cowboys, the past three years have re- 
duced the herds about one-third. None 
has been fat enough to ship out during that 
time. The practice is to buy yearling and 
2-yearcold steers cheap in Texas, Kansas, 
Arizona, Nevada, or wherever the buying is 
good, ship them to the Chuckawalla Val- 
ley and keep them there until they are fat 
enough to market. A little rain goes a long 


way, and in 1921 and 22, when the desert 


became famous for its wildflowers, the cat- 
tle fattened up almost as though they were 
pasturing on grain fields and alfalfa. One 
year's rain, according to Hosea, will grow 
enough feed in the desert to last for three. 

We met Dave Bilis, the water man, un- 
der circumstances peculiarly fortunate for 
us. We were intending to make one of the 
pipe-line watering troughs: for camp that 
night. Ellis had learned of this, from the 
storekeeper at Shavers well, where we 
stopped for lunch, and overtook us in his 
trusty rough-country car. A cow had died 
in the water hole, he said, and the water 
was so bad that even the cattle wouldn't 
drink it. The best thing for us to do, he 
advised, was to go on seven and a half 
miles farther to their cabin ät the Hay- 
fields. It was already late in the afternoon 
and seven and a half miles is no small dis- 
tance with three tired horses, one carrying 
a heavy pack.. My wife suggested that if 
Mr. Ellis would take our pack in his car 
we could trot most of the distance. This 
was done and, with absolutely nothing in 
the way of food and bedding nearer than 
the Hayfields we simply had to make the 
distance. And how the desert miles do 
stretch out! Side- ache, moreover, shortly 
put my wife at outs with trotting, and it 
was pitch dark when we reached the point 
to turn of the main road. By striking 


‘matches we finally discovered the dim trail 


leading to the cabin, and shortly were all 
fine and dandy, enjoying the cowboys’ 
beans, biscuit and coffee. 

The Hayfielda are two extensive bare 
flats at the west end of Chuckwalla Val- 
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cattle grazing apparently in the dry lake; 
looking at the surface closer, we noticed a 
clover-like plant beginning to grow. 
Another well, Ford's, was only four miles 
farther on at the east end of the lake, and 
here we met the “east-end” cowpuncher, 
H. C. Keen, or “Clay” Keen, as he is 
known to the fraternity, a cow man’of wide 
experience in New Mexico, Mexico and Ari- 
zona. As we were able to obtain alfalfa 
from him, we decided to camp there for the 
night. 

Mr. Keen told us that the clover we had 
noticed was a deep-rooting plant like al 
falfa which made good feed whenever there 
was rain. It was trying to grow this year 


shower. Kean, like Hosea, thought highly 
of this country in comparison to other des- 
ert ranges. There was a greater variety of 
feed, he said. A certain kind of poppy, 
which was a beautiful silky flower, made 
such good feed that the cattle were known 
to thrive on it for an astonishing length of 
time without going to water, he told us. He 
rode the range from Ford's well to 
rfver, and in the morning accompanied us 
part way on horseback. We followed an 
old road where the traveling was less sandy. 
We notod now and again lines of stones 
which Mr. Keen said indicated traps off in 
the brush. We came also to a Los Ange 
les subdivision—a townsite with monu- 
ments and plowed boundaries laid off by 
Los Angeles realtors and sold to gullible 
settiers seme years ago when there was 
talk of taking water into the Chuckawalla 
Valley. The quality of the country was such 
as sugsests the interior of a volcano 
coughed out upon a plain. 

“Chuckawalla Valley is no farming coun- 
try,” said our escort. “There is no outlet 
and irrigation would soon water-log the 
land.

The Weather and Crops 
of California 


Fair and moderately warm weather pre- 
vailed during the fore part of the week end- 
ing June 2, but cloudy skies and lower tem- 
peratures were general in the latter part, 
according to a report issued by the Federal 
Department of Agriculture, with office at 
San Francisco. Showers occurred in 
Northern California. Temperatures gen- 
erally were normal or slightly below. Ca- 
nal systems received a full head of water. 
County roads generally are in excellent con- 
dition. 

The rain benefited sections where the 
grass was still green, but damaged dry 
feed. Some harm was done to barley, 
wheat and oats, but not so much as result 
ed from the rains in May. Cherries and 
strawberries continued to move to market, 
but were somewhat damaged. Deciduous 
fruits developed “nicely,” but crops are 
spotted. Grapes appear.variable. Early 
peaches and apricots moved from San Joa- 
quin Valley in carilots. Citrus fruits re- 
mained excellent and Valencia picking in- 
creased in Southern California. Cotton was 
benefited by warm weather in Imperial Val- 
ley; in other sections the crop is doing well. 
Sugar beets throve, but the weather has 
been too cool for truck. Bean plan pro- 
ceeded. Most of the Sacramento Valley 
rice crop has been seeded, but the weather 
is much too cool.

Shafter Ships Potatoes 
Early This Year 


SHAFTER.—tThe first car of potatoes to 
leave Kern County this year went out of 
the Shafter district May 18. This is de- 
clared to be the earliest carlot shipment 
on record in the county. The crop was 
grown by George W. Jack and consisted of 
301 sacks, for which he received $1115.79. 
The culls brought him 1 1-2 cents a pound, 
which amounted to $64 more. His firsts 
brought $3.35 per hundred. Two and a half 
acres yielded at the rate of 125 sacks to the 
acre. On the following day three carloads 
were shipped by C. C. Duerkson, Fowler 
and Cormac and Pete Kohfeld. Truck siip- 
ments of potatoes started May 7, when C. 
E. in sent out the first spuds by truck. 


Most of the carload shipments so far have 


“gone to the Northwest. The variety grown 
is White Rose. Farmers in Shafter dis- 
trict are particular about seed selection, 
and all seed is treated with corrosive sub- 
limate for scale. None has appeared in the 
district so far. 

There are 1400 acres planted to potatoes 
in the district thie season. It is still early 
to estimate the car shipments, but probably 
they will be larger than last year's. In 
1924 about 500 carloads of spuds were 
shipped.

N. V., seventeen years ago. He purchased 
ten acres in the Little Lake section which 
had just been set out to oranges. He did 
all the work of caring for the grove up un- 
til about six years ago. The oranges came 
into bearing during the fifth or sixth year. 
Mr. Clemens first built a barn which he 
fixed up comfortably as a dwelling fcr his 
sister and himself. Then, in 1911, he built 
the home in which he now lives, a piace 
which many refer to as “the house that or- 
anges built.” 

Orchard cultivation is done with a tractor. 
Water for irrigating is pumped from a well 
mutally owned and operated by Mr. Clem- 
ens and Samuel Jewell, whose grove adjcins 
the Clemens property. The fruit from the 
Clemens grove is fine flavored, sweet and 
has the advantage of being heavier than 
much of the fruit that goes to market. * — 
Clemens has not suffered sertousl; 
frost except in the winter of 1912-13, * 
grove being situated in a “horseshoe” bend 
in the hills, well protected from winds and 
cold. He says a draft arises from a canyon
